Indigestible Diamond. 
Our Omaha dispatches a week or 
so since gav e a brief account of how, 
Miss May Thomas sw’allowed a dia­ 
mond in a jewelry store, and it ap­ 
pears now, thought the stone in the 
matter of indigestion, gav e her no 
trouble, the owner of the jewel did, 
and he is determined to secure his 
property , and to accomplish that he 
compels May to submit to a surgical 
operation. 
That is to say , the doc­ 
tors will cut her open and find the 
diamond. 
Dr. W. O. Henry , one of Omaha’s 
prominent surgeons, said in reply to 
the question, that he would perform 
the operation. 
He does not consider 
the task a difficult one and say s it 
will not harm Miss Thomas. 
For sev eral day s the question of 
hav ing an operation performed .was 
under discussion, but the face that 
no one was forthcoming with the 
necessary $150 surgeon’s fee has de­ 
lay ed the matter. 
About 11 o’clock tomorrow Miss 
Thomas will be taken to the Omaha 
General hospital, where the diamond 
will be remov ed. 
It la y s, according 
to the X-ray plate about one and one- 
half inches abov e the appendix , tight­ 
ly clinging to the intestines. In order 
to remov e the jew*el it will be neces­ 
sary to slit Miss Thomas’ stomach 
from a point under the breast to the 
hip. Then Dr. Henry will remov e the 
intestines, make a tiny slit near the 
location of the diamond and force 
it out. 
By the use of a Murphy but­ 
ton the opening .will be closed and 
will, in the opinion of surgeons, heal 
within ten day s, the button being ab­ 
sorbed by the acids of the stomach.

Ih other cantons a pri­ 
vate school pupil m ust secure a form al 
perm it from the local authorities, and 
In some cantons he m ust pay a charge 
to the public funds. 
The idea Is that 
the public schools are good enough for 
all; th a t rich and poor are to meet 
there on even term s; th a t the public 
school Is the nursery of dem ocracy and i 
patriotism ; above all, that dem ocracy I 
is the lifeblood and strength and very 
soul of the republic, and the republic is 
Sw itzerland, and w ithout the republic 
Sw itzerland Is nothing. P rivate schools 
for Sw iss children are few in num ber, 
and such as exist are under the strict 
supervision of the state. 
E ducation is 
a serious m a tte r in Sw itzerland. There 
is no escape from it. 
A parent m ust 
send his children to school or go him ­ 
self to Jail.

Washington county. 
Mr. Hardesty, 
according to his own son, John Har­ 
desty, now 79 years old, W. C. Mc- 
Chord, who was for many years ac­ 
quainted with Mr. Hardesty, and

F. Book er, who for thirty-six years 
has been clerk of the Washington 
county court, declared that he was a 
.witness to the marriage of Thomas 
Lincoln and Nancy Hank s at the res­ 
idence of Richard Barry. 
He said that shortly after their 
marriage they occupied a small log 
cabin, still standing, near Beeehland, 
W’ashington county, and that in that 
cabin two children were born, the 
first a girl who died in infancy and 
the second a boy who was christened 
Abraham.

Ross. 


A score or more years ago a 
little 
boy about seven years of age named 
Charlie Ross was k idnapped in 
Phil­ 
adelphia and though his father spent 
a fortune in endeavoring to find 
him 
all that is k nown of him came 
in a 
rumor that he was seen In New

in company 
with a gang of 
toughs, 
and it is supposed that he was 
mur­ 
dered. 
Our dispatches from Philadelphia 
today announce a similar very

case of the k idnapping of a

year old boy. 
The following are the 
facts: 
Called from the classroom by the

announcement

mother had been injured and that she 
was seriously ill at a hospital, little 
Charles F. Muth, a 7 year old boy, 
was turned over to an unk nown man 
by a messenger boy here today and 
abducted. Although the police have 
made a general search of the city no 
trace of the 
missing child has been 
found up to a late hour. The boy is 
the son of Charles Muth, a wealthy 
jeweler living at 1632 Columbia av­ 
enue. 
The messenger boy in the case told 
the police that he was ask ed by a 
man-to tak e a note to a schoolhouse, 
two squares from the Muth 
home. 
The note was addressed to the prin­ 
cipal aud requested that the teacher 
send the child home with the mes­ 
senger. 
She complied with the re­ 
quest and the unsuspecting messen­ 
ger boy escorted the child to a nearby 
corner, where the man 
took 
the 
young boy in charge and boarded a 
street car. 
As the messenger turned over the 
child he heard the stranger say to the 
little fellow': “ I’m going to tak e you 
to see your sick mamma in the hos­ 
pital.” 
That was the last seen of 
the child. 
The boy not coming home from 
school, a search was made for him. 
Later the police were notified, which 
resulted in discovering that the child 
had been k idnapped. The messenger 
described the stranger 
as a 
man 
about 45 or 50 years old. 
He had 
been seen in the vicinity of the Muth 
home last week . The parents of the 
missing boy have no 
clew, to

stranger’s identity nor do they k now 
of anv reason for his abduction.
